A Wage Award Is Interpreted. 
The rulings of the board of arbitra­ 
tion as to the meaning and application 
of the award which it handed down 
last spring in arbitrating the wage 
controversy 
between 
ninety-eight 
western railroads and their engine- 
men and foremen were made public in 
Chicago Monday. 
The rulings are of a technical na­ 
ture. The award dealt with the west­ 
ern railroad field as a whole, and 
the peculiarities of service at certain 
points gave rise to differences of opin­ 
ion as to whether the award applied, 
or how it applied, in there instances.

The second smoker meeting of the 
( ham ber 
of 
Commerce 
movement 
held al the crimnial court room last 
j night, whw not as largely attended as 
iii should lm>v been, brought together, 
■ a number ot melL who were interested I 
I in the organization of a live Chamber j 
of Commerce for Sedalia and who lis- j 
tened with interest to the enthusiasm I 
tic and inspiring talks made by sev-J 
era I prominent citizens. 
Dr. E. A. Wood opened the meeting 
as chairman, but had to answer 
ur­ 
gent professional call, and Mr. M? . 
Carroll officiated in his place. 
The speakers were Mr. J. Fred Wil­ 
liams, Judge F. F. Hatton, J. W. Mel­ 
low Judge Henry Lamm and F. P. 
Chaffee. 
Mr. Williams’ talk was mostly rem­ 
iniscent of things that had been done 
for the growth of the city in the past 
twenty-eight years. He stated that he 
was a union man and that he believed 
in organization; he thought the move­ 
ment for a Chamber of Commerce a 
good one; that, as he understood it, 
it meant a real union of all the people 
—no class, either business or profes­ 
sional, but one for all and all for one 
—the one being Sedalia and the all 
being all its people. He promised his 
help in the movement and thought 
that it would 
receive 
general 
and 
hearty support. 
Judge Hatton was glad to help the 
movement—was glad to identify him­ 
self with it. 
He said that he had 
noticed that cities that had such or­ 
ganizations were much easier to do 
business in than those that had none. 
That from the point of view of the 
real 
estnme 
man 
he 
thought 
the 
Chamber of Commerce would be of in­ 
calculable benefit to the real estate 
interests—that it would help all lines 
of business, which included the work­ 
ing people and the tradesmen, too; 
that it would be an advisory board 
which would be ready in each and 
every emergency. 
T. W. Mellor, ex-mayor of the city, 
related his experience as secretary of 
the Business 
Men’s 
association 
of 
years ago. He called attention to the 
fact that nothing had ever been ac­ 
complished here without organization. 
He related the story of two calves 
tied together, both trying to get at 
different pails of milk, and that finally 
it was only by an apparent agreement 
that they got together and got to each 
of the pails one after the other. 
He 
said 
this was organization— 
united effort. 
That a city never ac­ 
complished anything by pulling apart, 
but that anything was 
possible 
in 
a civic, commercial or industrial way 
by 
working 
together—by organized 
effort. 
He expressed his belief in a 
bright future for Sedalia in which the 
new Chamber of Commerce would be 
a most potent factor. 
He promised 
his cordial support in the movement 
and in the work of the new organi­ 
zation. 
Judge Lamm made a most inter­ 
esting talk and in his characteristic 
way . His sentiments were frequently 
applauded 
He said in part: 
“I have 
been here about forty-six years. 
I 
have seen Sedalia’s 
steady 
growth 
during that time. 
I have been identi­ 
fied with every club or association 
which was started to help the city. 
Such organizations have been a great 
factor 
in 
our 
community 
develop­ 
ment, from building railroads to do­ 
ing other great things for the people.” 
He said that he did not like the name 
‘‘Boosters’ 
club”—that 
it 
sounded 
“flip** 
that the word “club” seemed 
to carry with it a meaning of some­ 
thing exclusive; that he did not be­ 
lieve in anything 
being 
exclusive; 
that he believed in sharing the joys 
and pleasures as well as the cares 
and 
responsibilities 
of 
community 
life. 
He said our city must ‘‘keep 
step” in the movement for progress 
that was now' being pushed through­ 
out our country; that 
other 
towns 
will forge ahead of us if we don’t. 
He called attention to the big things 
organized effort had done in Jeffer­ 
son City and other cities. 
He said 
there ‘‘should be no class”—that we 
are all in the same boat—have the 
same hopes, the same aspirations— 
that we must pull together; that a 
strong organization like the proposed 
• Chamber of Commerce should study 


deeply our civic problems and then 
work aggressively in their solution. 
That 
with 
organized, systematized, 
united effort nothing w'as impossible 
that everything 
is 
possible. 
He 
wound up by expressing his belief in 
the Chamber of Commerce and the 
splendid future of Sedalia. 
Mr. Chaffee said in part: 
“fo r many years the erroneous im­ 
pression prevailed, even among pub­ 
lic spirited people who supported the 
organizations, that Chambers of Com­ 
merce, Boards of Trade and kindred

threatened the nation in 1861-1865 will 
answer the mil call for the last time 
when the Grand Army of the Repub­ 
lic gathers in this city for the forty- 
ninth annual encampment and fiftieth 
anniversary of the grand review', Sep­ 
tember 27-October 2.

SOME FI6URES ON VITAL STATISTICS 


New Health Record Is Attributed to 
Three Causes, Via: No School, 
Cool Weather, Better In- 
spectlon of Foods. 


Kansas City, Mo., Auk. 31.—Tho 
Ftork has bocomo a very popular bird 
in Kansas City, according to figures 
of the vital statistics department of 
the board of health, issued today. And 
to make matters more interesting the 
death rate shows a most decided de­ 
crease. 
In fact, the week ending Au­ 
gust 22 was the record breaking week 
in the history of the department, with 
a total of 156 births to 59 deaths. No 
week the department has any record 
of can compare with this in the low 
number of deaths. The corresponding 
week last year resulted in 118 births 
and 103 deaths and that was only an 
average August week. 
The previous record was 71 deaths 
and 110 births and that was the sec­ 
ond week 
this 
August. 
Last week 
also established a record of only nine 
cases of infectious diseases, where as 
a rule a hundred a week is nothing 
uncommon. 
Dr. Paul Paquin, 
health 
commis­ 
sioner of Kansas City, attributes the 
new health record to three causes: 
No school, cooler weather and closer 
inspection of foods and sanitary con­ 
ditions. 
“Where last year only 12 per cent 
of the milk passed a good chemical 
test this year 70 to 80 per cent of it 
is first class,’* Dr. Paquin said today. 
“This has been accomplished through 
the new milk ordinance. 
Last week 
tests were made of more 
than 
600 
samples 
of 
milk. 
Grocery 
stores, 
meat markets and even restaurants 
are watched very closely 
and 
hun­ 
dreds of pounds 
of 
food 
are 
con­ 
demned every day. 
In addition to 
this 857 cases of unsanitary conditions 
were corrected last week. 
“The absence of infectious disease 
is proof of the need of medical inspec­ 
tion in the schools, for during the 
school months the number of infec­ 
tious diseases increases 
more 
than 
IOO per cent . With daily examination 
of the pupils this could be reduced to 
a minimum.”

In the opinion of Dr. J. FL Adams, 
executive secretary of si* large feder­ 
ated missions in Korea, the regula­ 
tions may lead to a complete suppres­ 
sion of all Christian schools id that 
country. 
Dr. Adams explained that the execu­ 
tive committee of these missions has 
decided that as

would conform at once to

London, August 31.—The 
Star and 
Garter hotel 
at 
Richmond, on the 
Thames, which 
has 
just 
been pur­ 
chased by the real 
estate 
men of 
Great Britain and presented to the 
queen as a Red 
Cross 
hospital for 
disabled officers, is probably the most 
famous hotel in England. 
For something over 150 years there 
has been a hostelry of this name on 
the brow* of Richmond hill, present­ 
ing the finest view 
of 
the winding 
river that 
is 
obtainable anywhere 
within a day’s 
journey 
of 
London. 
The view’ from the windows of the 
Star and Garter has inspired poetry 
from W ordsworth 
to 
Maurice as a 
picture w’hich 
“Bursts in a flood of glory on the 
view’, 
Still nright, still varied and forever 
new'.” 
An 
auctioneer’s 
advertisement, 
printed 130 years ago, described the 
property as follow's: “These truly de­ 
sirable and valuable 
premises, 
the 
Star and Garter, on 
Richmond hill, 
the favorite spot for 
centuries past 
of princes, and the 
admiration and 
resort of the first nobility and taste 
in Europe; replete with every requi­ 
site convenience for the reception of 
all ranks of the public line, possess­ 
ing the most extensive and delightful 
views of the Thames, the whole form­ 
ing one of the most enchanting pic­ 
tures in Great Britain.” 
One of the notable occasions of the 
big hotel was a breakfast served on 
June IO, 1814, at which were present 
the prince regent of England, the em­ 
peror of Russia, the Duchess of Old­ 
enburg and the king of Prussia, with 
his sons and nephews. The company, 
w'hich also included Generals Blucher 
er and Platoff, had journeyed out from 
London by coach. 
Queen Victoria w-as a frequent visi­ 
tor to the hotel, 
particularly during 
the earlier years 
of 
her reign, and 
there w’ere few' of her royal contem­ 
poraries who did not at one time or 
another partake 
of 
its 
hospitality 
during the decade preceding the fire 
of 1870, which destroyed the greater 
part of the luxurioous building. 
Within two years it wras rebuilt in 
even more magnificent fashion, 
.and 
for the next few years was at the ze 
nith of popular favor. King Edward, 
while Prince of 
Wales, 
was 
often 
seen there. 
The cook w'as excellent, 
the wines 
unimpeachable, 
and the 
cost heavy enough to keep away the 
“mob.” Given a fine pair of horses, it 
was a delightful 
drive 
of just the 
right distance from Hyde Park Cor­ 
ner, the center 
of 
fashionable Lon­ 
don on a fine sum m er evening . Not 
only were the 
sm artest 
of private 
dinnners given there, but the great 
city companies held their banquets in 
the spacioous 
Pavillion, 
and states­ 
men and celebrities of every degree 
met beneath its roof. 
But with the dawning oof the pres­ 
ent century the 
attractions 
of 
the 
Star and Garter waned. It is the con­ 
ventional thing to say that the com­ 
ing of the automobile killed its popu­ 
larity. Other causes contributed. The 
road instead 
of 
running through a 
pleasant, open country 
wras 
rapidly 
becoming an artery of heavy ’bus and 
tram car traffic. The era of the fash­ 
ionable restaurant in town 
had be­ 
gun, and it was no longer necessary 
to go so far afield for a good lunch­ 
eon or dinner. 
Ten 
years ago the 
hotel closed its doors. 
There have 
since been rumors from time to time 
as to reopening it as a palatial board­ 
ing house or rebuilding 
it 
into 
a 
block of palatial 
flats, 
but none of 
the schemes came to maturity. 
In its new use as a perm anent hos­ 
pital for officers, it will preserve for 
a work of national usefulness a site 
of rare beauty. The hotel is almost 
completely 
surrounded 
by 
park 
lands, which have been gradually ac­ 
quired by the Londoon county coun 
oil to give the public easy access to 
the banks of the Thames.

A S K E D TO 
ECONOMIZE

LA N D IN T H E M A T T E R OF 
H A TS AND GOWNS. 


TOO MUCH MONEY IS BEING EXPENDED 


Suggestion Has Been Variously Re 
ceived by Women’s Societies 
— Is a Standard Evening 
Dress Possible? 


ARMOUR GOT CONTRACT AGAIN 


Representatives of Other Companies 
Filed Complaint. 


Jefferson City,

August 31.— 
The Armour Packing Co. was again 
awarded the contract for furnishing 
beef to the Missouri penitentiary yes­ 
terday on a bid 
of 
$6.86 
for cow's, 
$10.33 a hundred for 
steers, 
$8 for 
bologna and $8.42 for pork sausage. 
These were lower 
than 
the other 
bids. The bid is somewhat lower on 
beef than last year. 
About 500,000 
pounds are purchased 
annually.

AT 
ment. 
He said: 
“My 
suggestions 
are: 
The insti­ 
tution of a regulation evening dress 
for w'omen, as there is for men; and, 
second, that instead of the infinite 
variety of women’s hats now w'orn, 
there should be standard hats—one 
kind 
for 
tow'n, as the tall hat for 
men; and a few other kinds for coun­ 
try or sports use, equivalent to the 
derby, the felt or the straw'. 
“I have made 
these 
suggestions 
after reading the program of the Wo­ 
m en’s W ar Economy league, 
lf' car­ 
ried out, millions of dollars annually 
would be saved. 
The riding costume 
w'orn by women shows that women 
w'ill adopt a regulation dress, and in 
this case I am sure they would fur­ 
nish a real and substantial contribu­ 
tion to the national effort for econo­ 
my.” 
Lady Tree, representing 
the 
Wo­ 
m en’s Dress Economy Fund, endorsed 
the proposal at once, but most other 
women w arw ork leaders declared the 
idea w'as preposterous and impossible. 
Lady Tree said: 
“I think it a practi­ 
cal and good idea. A black satin dress 
would be becoming to every woman. 
As for hats, a small sailor of velvet 
or silk would do It ought not to cost 
more than $10.” 
Lady Wimborne, head of the Econ­ 
omy league, described Mr. Maguire’s 
suggestions 
as 
well m eant but not 
practical. 
“It is not 
a 
proposition 
w'hich many women would endorse.’’ 
she said . “It is so essentially a m an’s 
point of view'. 
Women 
have 
been 
buying too costly clothes 
and 
too 
many of them, and the best economy 
would seem to be to buy as little as 
one can, though one’s costume need 
not necessarily be a uniform.” 
Lady Garvagh, another of the war 
work 
leaders, 
said: 
“Women wrill 
never adopt a regulation dress, sim­ 
ply because they could 
never 
agree 
which would be most suitable. Some 
would want a dark color, 
some 
a 
light. 
The adoption of standard hats 
w'ould be still more difficult. 
But it 
would be a great relief to find an end 
to the enormous number of clothes 
one is now obliged to get. 
lf regula­ 
tion dress is adopted by any consid­ 
erable body of women, it will be be­ 
cause those who are 
now 
wearing 
uniforms 
become 
so accustomed to 
them that they will prefer to w'ear 
always some kind of uniform attire.” 
John Collier, the artist, called upon 
by the advocates 
of 
the 
standard 
dress 
for 
his opinion, replied: 
“It 
should be quite possible to dress eco­ 
nomically and simply without adopt­ 
ing a uniform. 
It seems a very me­ 
chanical 
way 
of effecting economy. 
The 
great 
advantage 
of 
women’s 
dress is that it is so free they are 
able to choose exactly the style that 
suits them best. 
Men’s dress,’ Which 
seems to be held as a criterion, can 
be very costly, and many men spend 
far too much on it.
